of this wartime hero 
with the infectious grin, the ready word, the 
great ability to persu ade people to get along 
with one another and the palpable dev otion 
to the freedom and dignity of man 
He is 
the "Great Persu ader" of his era 


IN THE PUSH to make 
Prem ier Khru sh­ 
chev seem to 
be the 
mo-t powerfu l indiv id­ 
u al in the world — so powerf i he can tu rn 
on rev olution and disorder like water flow­ 
ing from a tap— it has been ov erlooked that 
no one has 
matched Dwight Eisenhower’s 
personal influence 
Whatev er part of it may hav e been eroded 
tn this country by political friction is insig­ 
nificant compared with the massiv e reminder. 
This has been prov ed tru e to the consterna­ 
tion of some 
of the 
most tireless eroders. 
We hav e our best man on the job in the 
•ummit showdown that cou ld ease the ten­ 
sions of mid-century in competition between 
the United States and the Sov iet Union 
This is as mu ch or more a contest for 
fav orable opinion than a skirmish 
among 


legalists, which is what it seemed to be while 
the late John Foster Du lles was representing 
the United States. With du e respect to Chris­ 
tian Herter, President Eisenhower is now 
what he nev er had tried to be while Mr. 
Du lles was at the head of the Department of 
State — a commanding personality , ready 
and willing to do ev ery thing in his personal 
power to win a battle of international opinion. 
This is what he has said he believ es to be

HE IS NOT ASHAMED to be looking for 
a formu la that might lift some of the cru sh­ 
ing bu rden of armament from the American 
people. 
He obv iou sly has reason to believ e that 
Prem ier Khru shchev may be looking for a 
formu la to do the same thing for the people 
of Ru ssia. 
If the two of them cou ld find the terms 
of an agreement on that point of mu tu al 
concern, the world wou ld be transformed. 
The armament race cou ld slow down. Some 
of the wealth that mu st be pou red into se­ 
cu rity cou ld be div erted 
to 
more 
u sefu l 
pu rposes. 
This wou ld not mean that either side had 
relented in the slightest degree from its basic 
position It wou ld not mean that any wrong­ 
doing had been ov erlooked or condoned by 
Mr Eisenhower 
It wou ld mean simply that 
the earth’s two 
most powerfu l 
neighbors 
in the mid-20th centu ry had fou nd a way to 
compete withou t ex pending their energey on 
ex cessiv e armament 
It wou ld not be peace, bu t it wou ld be 
something better than the cold war which 
has kept the world in a state of tension 
ev er since the end of the hot war in 1946.

ev er-ex panding program of adv anced edu ca­ 
tion on terms that giv e stu dents in its tax - 
su pported schools a clear adv antage ov er stu ­ 
dents in priv ate schools. 


Adv anced edu cation is not compu lsory ’ 
It 
is an option, thou gh 
it is increasingly an 
option that y ou ng persons ex ercise to both 
personal and pu blic adv antage. 
Bu t m all schools that mu st deriv e their 
income from v olu ntary su pport in the form 
of endowments and contribu tions, tu ition has 
been rising sharply . The stu dent’s portion of 
the cost of edu cation has been growing larger. 
Some of the larger partion may be met with 
loans, scholarship funds and v olu ntary help, 
bu t it is not met by ev er-larger withdrawals 
of pu blic fu nds, as it will hav e to be if 
tax -su pported colleges and u niv ersities fail to 
meet their rising ex penses with rising in­ 
come. 
Dr. Fawcett’s remark will raise the ey e­ 
brows of parents getting ready to u nder­ 
write the highest tu ition rates in history for 
their sons and dau ghters preparing to attend 
schools not su pported by tax pay ers’ money .

as their "Margaret Mead in Drag * 
(Men’s clothes). 
Other team members, Dr Doug­

Public 
Health 
Serv ice, and Dr. J oseph Solomon, 
Univ ersity of California 
Medical 
Center, are working with Rigney 
on ev aluating the material. 
While the study is still incom­ 
plete, they report a few conclusions 
are already apparent 
First the beatniks hav e suffered 
from a bad press.

considerate enou gh to hu nt u p the 
clerk who first had 
offered

serv e her, before 
the 
cu stomer 
was ready to make a pu rchase. 
The clerk was gratefu l. "Most 
people these day s wou ldn’t do it," 
she said. "People seem to hav e 
forgotten how to do su ch things. 
You mu st be a stranger in town." 
The incident set off an interv al 
of mu sing abou t common cou rtesy 
and 
w h e t h e r 
it 
really 
is 
disappearing. 
We think it is, relativ e to the 
growing nu mbers of people who 
nev er heard of it and know noth­ 
ing of its adv antages. 
Among those who u nderstand it 
and try to practice it, on the other 
hand, common cou rtesy is flou rish­ 
ing. It is not common cou rtesy 
that 
is 
disappearing, 
in 
other 
words, bu t the percentage ot people 
relativ e to the whole nu mber ot 
people who make a practice 
of it. 
To make a gu ess, if half the 
people u sed to hav e a working 
knowledge 
of common 
cou rtesy 
and tried to keep it aliv e, only a 
qu arter hav e a working knowledge 
of it now, and ev en fewer are 
try ing to kep it aliv e. 
What wou ld we do if it weren’t 
for the occasional au to driv er who 
will let another driv er pu ll away 
from a parking place in heav y 
traffic, or emerge from a driv e­ 
way ? 
How cou ld we sleep at night it 
no one ev er remembered to show 
deference to old ladies and 
old 
gentlemen — as if y ou ng ladies 
and y ou ng gentlemen 
still 
took 
pride in knowing their m aners” 


It wou ld be a raw deal, wou ldn't 
it. if no one ev er stepped aside 
at a bottleneck to let a pedestrian

writes: “ My mother, in her early 


60s. has had a hard lump about 


the >ize of a nickel on her cheek 


for at least three years. Is rem ov­ 


al of the lump necessary in order 


to determ ine whether or not 
it 


is cancerous? If the lump should 


prove cancerous, is a cure possible 
when one has had such a condition 
for so long?” 
It is necessary to rem ove the 
: lump, or part of it, in order to tell 
■ if it is cancerous. The letter implies 
|that the lump has not grown for 
three years; this likely m eans that 
it is not cancerous but it m ay be 
wise to rem ove it anyw ay if there 
is a chance of it becoming so. 
If 
a 
lump is cancerous 
it 
is 
possible that its rem oval will bring 
about a perm anent cure providing 
all the cancer tissues can be re­ 
moved or treated by X-ray or r a ­ 
dium and that it has not spread 
to other parts of the body. 
Cancer of the skin, or the struc­ 
tures im m ediately under it, is pa r­ 
ticularly easy to take care of be­ 
cause it can be seen or felt early. 
Thus, it gives an exceptional 1 y 
good chance for complete destruc­ 
tion of the cancer cells. Any sore 
which is painless and which does 
not heal as quickly as one thinks 
it 
should, 
should 
be 
considered 
suspiciously. 
If the skin has a lump or ulcer 
you should give yourself a break 
and let the doctor look at it. Some 
of those sores or lumps will be 
cancer. They are easy to get rid 
of when they’re small, but m ay be 
difficult to cure after they have • 


grown awhile. There is no sense 


in delay. 
There are also some --kin condi­ 


tions which m ay lead eventually 
to cancer that should be watched, 


even if not treated, so that they 


can be attacked at the first sign 


of cancerous change. 
The most im portant of these are 
the scaly brown or black patches 
which are quite com mon in elderly 
people and are usually located on 
parts of the skin most exposed to 
the sun and air. These patches are 
called keratoses. 


Keratoses usually are not can­ 
cerous 
when 
they 
start 
though 
they often develop in that direc­ 
tion. Consequently it is som etim es 
i — but not alw ays — a good idea 
to rem ove them or treat them ra- 
dioactively or by other m eans. 
There are two things which al­ 
ways seem wise 
One is to watch 
them for if they start to grow dan­ 
ger is present. The other is that 
persons who show a tendency to de­ 
velop these patches, should try to 
protect their skins as much as pos­ 
sible from sun exposure. 


Common sense can save a lot 
of grief. The patches of keratosis 
can be treated The choice of m e­ 
thod depends on size, location and 
most of all on the judgm ent of 
the physician.
